Vera Cruz, Mex., May 12.—[{By the 
Associated Press.J—President Car- 
pmza, at the head of a large body of 
jpyal troops, is still holding out against 
stacks by enemy forces near San 
Marcos, according; to dispatches re- 
pedived here. 

For eight hours during the fighting 
Yesterday he personally directed the 
operations. 

Large reinforcements, ineluding two 
batteries of artillery, have been ordered 
to San Marcos to aid the attackers. 
Gen. Robelo is ‘in command of these 
reinforcements. 

Gen. Manuel Dieguez, who is still 
yal to Carranza, has withdrawn his 
forces from Guadalajara and is march- 
ing toward Colimo. Five trainloads of 
troops have “been sent after him, but 
the pursuit is retarded by breaks in 
the railroad line. 


Filipe Carranza Suicide. 

Filipe Sanches Carranza, who was 
taken prisoner by the rebels at Tex- 
coco, just east of Mexico City, has 
committed suicide by shooting himse:f 
through the head, according to advices. 

A wireless dispatch received here to- 
Gay stated an offical bulletin issued in 
Mexico City declared guarantees had 
been given President Carranza and 
those who fled with him from the cap- 
ital last Friday. Some public employés 
whé accompanied the president in his 
flight have returfied to Mexico City,

(atfanza taking personal control of 
the fighting yesterday. 

Gen. Obregon has given assurances 
to the press that correspondents of 
Mexican foreign newspapers with Car- 
fanza will not be molested. He also 
has declared he would not exercise cen- 
sorship over newspapers or the tele- 
graphic systems and that correspond- 
ents may use wireless in communicat- 
ing with the outside world. . 

Tabasco Joints the Revolt. 


‘Gen, Felipe Dominguez, who has 
been in control of -government opera- 
tions in the state of Tabasco, has joined 
‘the revolt. All the troops at Puerto 
Mexico are aligned on the side of the 
revolution. 

Commanders of all Mexican warships 
inthe port of Vera Cruz held a meet- 
ing today on board the gunboat Zara- 
g0sa for the purpose of determining 
the attitude to be assumed, by the navy 
tative to the revolt.

similar negotiations by other impor- 
tant interests in this country. 
Representatives of the Guggenheims 
declined to discuss the details of the 
transaction, but in the metal trade 
it was regarded as a prelude to ¢x- 
ports of copper to Germany on an en- 
larged sca’s. 

According to bankers in touch with 

the former central empires, prepara- 
tions are under way for heavy ship- 
ments of other raw materials to Ger- 
many and Austria, to be used as the 
basis of credit extensions. 
Leather, wool, and oils, chiefly lubri- 
cants, are expected to figure exten- 
sively in these shipments. The fact 
that the United States still is tech- 
nically at war with Germany will not 
interfere, it was declared, with the ex- 
portation of these supplies.

What Honor System Meant. 

The honor system meant the students 
would come into the classrooms for ex- 
amination with nothing up their sleeves 
to fool the dear professors, nothing on 
their cuffs that might help them over 
a knotty problem, and that there would 
be no help given one student by an- 
other.

NEW RAIL STRIKE 
VOTED TO START 
_ AT PITTSBURGH 


3,000 
Firemen May Quit. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., May 12.—[{Special.] 
--A new railroad strike is in prospect. 
It became known tonight that 1,000 
engineers and firemen met secretly at 
the labor temple and unanimously de- 
cided to strike at 7:30 tomorrow morn- 
ing. | 

They represent 3,000 engineers and 
firemen of the three roads entering this 
city, the Pennsylvania, Baltimore and 
Ohio, and the Pittsburgh and Lake! 
Erie. 

Men attending the meeting say they 
favor a walkout, because they were 
promised when the “outlaw” yard' 
strike began, on April 11, that the rail- 


tion on their wage demands within 
thirty days. That period has elapsed. 
Another “ Outlaw ” Meve. 

No one man would assume responsi- 
bility for the calling of the strike. 
Messengers immediately were sent to 
notify the crews coming into the city 
with their trains that when their loco- 
motives were turned over to the round- 
house men they were through, until a 
settlement had been made. 

The meeting tonight is being pre- 
sided over by a man named Wilson, 
but he refuses to say that he has any 
authority from the union, and it 
seems as if the meeting is entirely in- 
dependent of the unign: The meeting 
was still in progress at midnight, 
local time. 


Success of Strike in Doubt. 


When the meeting of engineers and 
firemen closed at 12:30 this morning 
there was much division of opinion as 
to whether they could get the rest of 
their fellow workers to quit their jobs 
this 4 . While they decided to 
call the strike it was admitted that 
they had no authority’and ‘no organized 
system to pursue except to sending 
out missionaries to the different round- 
houses and to induce the men to cease 
work.

Union Official’s Statement.

 Deem Holy, Advice. 


New York, May 12.—The “religious 
issue” today plunged the national con- 
’ vention of the Socialist party of Amer- 
ica into a turmoil of excited debate, 
out of which conservative force won 
the eradicextion of . reference to 
churches from the first half of the 
party’s 1920 “declaration of principles.” 

Denounced as bad politics by Victor 
L. Berger, unseated United States rep- 
resentative from Wisconsin, a declara- 
tion that a “pirivileged few” in this 
country own the people’s churches and 

“regulate their swuls’ was voted down 
by an overwhelming majority. 

“Respect What Men Deem Holy.” 

After Berger had pronounced against 
the declaration August Claessens and 
Charles Solomon, two of the five re- 
cently expelled New York Socialist as- 
semblymen, explained the aid which 
the Socialist movement had received 
from clergymen and rabbis throughout 
the world, arguing agninst the “drag- 
ging in of tl - thing which can do 
most to prejudice the masses against 
us.”” 

“Cry against that which men cherish 
as holy and you arouse an antagonism 
which no argument can defeat,” said 
Claessens. 

The ‘ dictatorship of the proletariat” 
and limitation of citizenship elements 
of international sovietism, which the 
Illinois delegation fought yesterday to 
incorporate into the convention dec- 
laration were ‘effectively eliminated in 
adoption this afternoon of the pri- 
mary declaration for socialization of 
the nation “for the equal benefit of 


all.” 
One Big Union Urged. 

Tonight, in special session, the con- 
vention thrashed out its attitude to- 
ward reénforcement of political action 
by industrial action through develop- 
ment of one big union for all labor 
and its codperating force. 

The party’s attitude toward the fam- 
ily and complete separation of church 
and state also were scheduled for de- 
cision. 

The question of the party’s attitude 
toward labor organizations and move- 
ments brought a storm of heated dis- 
cussion during the late afternoon. 
George Baeuer, a New Jersey dele- 
gate, pleaded for a better understand-

Secret Cable Sent in 1917 
by Daniels. 


j 


Washington, D. C., May 12.—The 
veil of secrecy behind which the Amer- 
ican navy operated during the war 
was lifted further today by Secretary 
Daniels. 

Continuing his testimony before the 
senate committee investigating Rear 
Admiral Sims’ charges that the navy 
failed to codperate fully with the allies, 
the secretary read a confidential cable- 
gram sent to Admiral Sims at London 
on July 4, 1917, by Preident Wilson. 

_ President’s Cable to Sims. 

The cablegram as presented by the 
secretary, follows: 

“From the beginning of the war I 
have been greatly surprised at the 
failure of the British admiralty to use| 
‘Great Britain’s great naval superiority 
in an effective way. In the presence 
of the present submarine emergency 
they are helpless to the point of panic. 
“Every plan we suggest they reject 
for some reason of prudence. In my 
view, this is not a time for prudeice, 
but for boldness, even at the cost of 
great losses. 

“In most of your dispatches you 


have quite properly advised us of the 


M 


sort of aid and. codperation: desired 
from us by the admiralty. The trouble 
is that their plans and methods Go not 
seem to us efficacious. I would be very 
much obliged to you if you would re- 
port to me, confidentially, of course, 
exactly what the admiralty has been 
doing and what they have accom- 
plished, and, added to the report, your 
own comments and suggestions, based 
upon independent thought of the whole 
situation, without regard to the judg- 
ments of any one on that side of the 


water? 
Convoys Neglected. 


“The admiralty was very slow to 
adopt the protection of convoys, and 
it is not now, I judge (protecting) con- 
voys on adequate scale within the 
danger zane, seeming to keep small 
craft with the grand fleet. The ab- 
sence of'craft for convoy is even more 
apparent onthe French coast than on 
the English coast and in the channel, 
I do not see how the necessary mill- 
tary supplieS and supplies of food and 
fuel oil are to be delivered at British 
ports in any other way within the next 
few months than under adequate con. 
voy. There will presently not be ships 
or tankers enough, and our shipbuild- 
ing plans may not begin to yield im. 
portant results in less than eighteen 
months, 

“I believe that you will keep these 
instructions absolutely and entirely to 
yourself, and that you will give me 
such advice as you would give if you 
were handling and if you were running 
a navy of your own.” 


Answered in Generalities. 


’ Admiral Sims’ response, Mr. Daniels 
testified, was a “long telegram of gen- 
eralfies of what the British admiraltry 
was doing.” 4 

Mr. Daniels read to the committee a 
personal letter from the admiral to Am- 
bassador Page at London, on August 7, 
1917, which said in part: 

“I have received word, practically di- 
rect from the president, that he was 
much displeased with my reply to his 
cablegram; that it did not change his 


opinion at all; that he regards me as | 
owned by the admiraltry and so pro-' 
British that he seriously considered the ‘ 
advisability of replacing me by some 
other officer.” 

Admiral Sims’ reply to the president : 
told also of plans for a combined sea 
and land attack to turn the German: 
right flank and cut off Zeebrugge*as a | 
provisioning base, Mr. Daniels said. 

“That was the kind of ‘bold and au- 
dacious’ thing the president and the 
navy department had been urging from 
our entrance into the war,” declared |} 
the secretary. “But even then, Ad- 
miral Sims said it had not been defin- 
itely decided on by the war council, 
though the daxing and successful at- 
tack on Zeebrugge came much later. 
It might have been a very different 
story if it had been undertaken earlier.”

PROSPERITY. 

The international commission inquiring into the 

feasibility of a deep waterway from the lakes to 
‘the ocean through the St. Lawrence river is bring- 
fing the advantages of such an improvement closer 
thome to Chicago and the middle west each day. 
At the hearing now under way at Sault Ste. Marie 
‘the potential stimulus to our great steel industry 
thas been added to arguments already cited in 
favor of the project. 
This waterway, it has been brought out, will 
carry such vast quantities of stee} and steel] prod- 
ucts to market at such greatly reduced freight 
rates that it will mean rapid increase of stee) mills 
and attendant prosperity in the entire region acces- 
| sible to the ore producing regions. When one 
realizes how much the industrial development of 
the lakes region owes to steel, the cost of the im- 
provement seems petty. 

At the same hearing in Sault Ste. Marie, farmers 
‘flocked to give their indorsement of the project. 
Their interest is shown clearly in a speech by Rep- 
resentative Nelson of Wisconsin favoring the de- 
‘velopment. He said: 

“The standard rate for wheat shipped from Su- 
perior or Duluth to Liverpool was formerly 14 
cents per bushel, divided approximately as follows: 
From Superior or Duluth to Buffalo, 980 miles, in- 
cluding loading into elevator, 2.5 cents; from Buf- 
_ falp to New York, 450 miles by rail or barge canal, 
including terminal charges, 6.5 cents: from New 
York to Liverpool, 3,000 miles, 5 cents. But it is 
‘no longer possible for the farmer to ship his grain 
to Liverpool at this rate. The cost now exceeds 
60 cents per bushel. The savings by an all water 
route (without breaking cargo) amount to one-third 
the charges’ by any other method, indicating a eav- 
ing of about $12,000,000 to $15,000,000 annually, 
‘based on pre-war freight rates, and several times 
“as much based on present rates. These large sav- 
ings would go into the pockets of the farmers.” 

The farmers have a good argument there. Steel 
has a good argument. Other industries which de- 
pend upon heavy freight movements have an 
equally good argument. | 

Every day more and more organizations are 
realizing the possibilities and putting their influ- 
ence behind it.

ing age, which was certainly not necessary, were 
“at .a very safe distance from any hazard of life 
except that which the peaceful vacationist accepts 
‘at any lake or seaside resort. 

But this is by the way. What defeats our 
enthusiasm for this vicarious recktessness is the 
fact that, though counseling audacity, Mr. Wilson 
had for some years been throwing Mis formidabie 
influence against the effort to make audacity effec- 
tive. Though he had thrown cold water on prep- 
aration, when war came and the fighting men 
‘were called upon to go forth to battle half pre- 
pared, Mr. Wilson's belligerency seems to have 
burst uncontrollably forth, and his’ word to the 
sailor men was: “Strike the word prudent from 
your vocabulary; do the thing that is audacious to 
the utmost point of risk and daring.” 

_ Mr. Wilson also reminded these professionals 
that we were the great amateur nation. It must 
have warmed the cockles of their fighting hearts. 
‘It recalled Mr. Baker's holy joy that we were un- 
prepared for war. There is nothing that gives the 
‘pacifist, snug at home, so much satisfaction as the 
“moral emotion he derives from the fact he has 
“never surrendered to the sin of preparing to fight 
jcompetentiy. The fact that it is other men who 
‘will pay in blood for the pacifist’s moral glow 
affects him not at all. 
; The American fighting man needs no exhortation 
to be audacious. What he needs is a fair chance 
to fight with the skill and organization the pacif. 
! ‘ist’s conscience prevents him from having.

Good citizens are foolishly complacent on this 
point. The gunmen, the labor sluggers, the Ca- 
morrists, the vice lords, prey on the whole commu- 
nity. Because they war on each other does not 
prove they do not ‘unite in war on us. The con- 
trary is true. Their chief object is to war on us. 
Their feuds against each other are incidental to 
that object. 

This world without the law is ahogetties too pop- 
ulous and its denizens are too insolent. No civ- 


A more determined effort to 
get rid of it should be made, and one of the things 
we ought to ask ourselves is whether existing laws, 


adequate. Some say they are. Sometimes we sus- 
pect they are not. On one point, atleast, in regard 
to the transfer of property scheduled for bail 
bonds, we know they are not. But this may be 
corrected at the next legislature. The inquiry 
should be broader. We hope the constitutional 
convention will give careful consideration to the 
subject. It may be constitutional changes are re- 
quired. We know the grand jury system is crit- 
icized as a useless expense where it is not worse. 
Perhaps responsibility for indictment and for pros- 
ecution should be fixed more narrowly. We know 
there is something radically wrong with the actual 
workings of parole. Perhaps the convention can | 
strengthen this very weak spot in the defense of | 
society from the criminal. 

At any rate, the unpleasant truth is only toa 
obvious that this defense is .seriously defective. 
Even murder is at a premium because of the de- 
lays and frequent failures of justice. 

We must energize our attack upon crime and 
improve our weapons against it.

A ‘WARNING TO EUROPE. 

A warning to Europe as well as to America is 
contained: in the prediction of J. R. Howard, presi- 
dent of the American Farm Bureau federation, 
that there will be bread lines within a year in all, 
the largel cities if something is not done quickly 
to food production.

Poland and Russia 
are'at W Ukrainia, long famous as the granary 
of Europe, is occupied in that trouble. Germany 
pauses im its labor to put down Red and imperial- 
istic uprisings. Italy struggles with its labor 
problems. The Japs and the bolsheviki battle. 
And in the meantime the food production and dis- 
sri of Europe and Asia suffer. 

Europe seems to have come to consider America 
an oe oop source of supply. It will do well 
to pausé in its battles and bickerings and get such 
an idea\out of its head America’s normal food 
supply Will be short next winter. Its shipments to 
Europe will be short, and its temper perhaps even 
shorter. 

It is equally necessary for Europe and the United 
States to turn attention to food production with 
all the energy and concentration repently applied 
to war.

ANGLERS’ EXCHANGE. 
UDSON LAKB, IND.—Hdson 
lake is eighty-eight miles from 
Chicago, 15 miles from South 
Bend-and 12 miles from La 
Porte. It is not a large lake, ranking 
thirteenth in size in the state, nor is it 
particularly good for bass fishing; but 
at times some good strings are taken 
from there, éspecially before the re- 
sorters arrive. 

Some of the lake is ‘state breeding 
grounds and not open to anglers, but 
other parts produce well and as the 
lake is easily reached both by interur- 
ban, steam and motor cars, over good 
roads, it has its attractions. 

There is a deep channel in the cen- 
ter of the lake. Across the east end 
of the lake is a bar with deep water on 
either side where some good catches 
are frequently made. In this deep wa- 
ter good messes of crappies and sun- 
fish are caught, while seattered about 
the lake are numerous “sunken 
islands,” as they call them here, where 
the caster often gets well rewarded. 
Many ofthe bays offer good casting 
grounds as weil. 

If you do not object to using them 
you will find casting. plugs that get 
well under the surfacé the most effect- 
ive in these waters; next best I would 
place a big minnow, hooked through 
the lips. I have never had any sue- 
cess with frogs in this lake, although 
there is no apparent reason why the 
bass should not take them. Pork rinds 
bait are also good for the caster, while 
those who fish deep for bass and blue 
gills will get the most fish on minnows. 

On some maps Hudson lake is shown 
as “Duchemin lake,” which its sald to 
be a carruption of the French “Lac du 
Chemin.”

MEMORIAL DAY 


Gov. Lowden Issues Call to 
State to Honor Those Who 
Have Fallen. 


Springfield, Ill., May 12.—[Special.] 
—Gov. Frank O. Lowden issued the 
following Memorial day proclamation 
today: 

“ Again, with hearts united, we ap- 
proach our national Memorial day. It 
has become the great occasion among 
our people for the expression of pa- 
triotic sentiment. The glowing pages 
of glorious history are again read. Over 
the grave of every American veteran 
flies the flag. The appearance in uni- 
form of soldiers of three wars of the 


‘| republic stirs the youth to increased 


love of country and stimulates their 
imagination to deeds of heroism and 
valor. The tender recollections of the 
honored dead inspire renewed devo- 
tion to the high ideals for which, in 
the sunny south, in the islands of the 
sea or on Flanders field they gave 
their all. 

“In many homes there are lonely 
hearts because of costly sacrifices made 
in the great war from which we have 
only recently emerged. In that war 
our people were united as never before 
in our history. Everything which 
tended to separate them into groups on 
account of race, religion, residence, or 
rank, was forgotten in the common de- 
sire to serve best the interests of 
country. Now again we find ourselves 
distracted by confifcting motives. The 
great wave of war bred, patriotism 
seems to have broken up on the rocks 
of selfishness. But this clash of 
opinions and interests must and will 
give way. The clear note of national 
spirit will soon be heard again above 


‘the present discordant sounds, 


“Memorial day brings to the mind 
and heart of the people renewed recog- 
nition of a common heritage and a com- 
mon obligation. Respect for its dead 
exalts a nation above selfish ambition 
and strife. Memorial day of 1920 
might well be notable in our annals if 
it were possible to recapture that spirit 
of united loyalty and patriotism which 
characterized the world war.

U.S. Holds Candy Men 
for Deals in Sugar. 


Theodore W. Bunte, president of 
Bunte Bros. Candy company, 730 West 
Monroe street, and E. W. Boehm, 
secretary, were arrested yesterday 
charged with conspiracy to violate the 
Lever act by taking illegal profits in 
the sale of sugar. Each was released 
in bonds of $5,000. 

The May grand jury convenes today, 
and it is believed efforts will be made 
to have indictments returned imme- 
diately against the -candy men. Dis- 
trict Attorney Clyne declared he would 
rush the cases to trial as fast as pos- 
sible. 

“Convictions and jail sentences are 
what we want,” Mr. Clyne declared. 
“That is the only thing that will halt 
profiteering.” 


$204,143.63 Profit, Is Charge. 


Bunte Bros., according to the federal 
authorities, made a total profit of $204,- 
143.63 during the first four months of 
this year through the resale of sugar. 
The profit averaged, it is said, 13.2 
cents per pound on the sale of 1,396,150 
pounds‘of sugar... The sugar was pur- 
chased, according to the charges, from 
the Colonial Sugar company of New 
Orleans. 

Attorney Harry D. Irwin represented 
Bunte and Boehm before Commissioner 
Lewis F. Mason. He refused to discuss 
the case except to say his clients had 
not violated the law and were confident 
they would soon be released. Federal 
authorities said further warrants for 
members of the board of directors of 
the firm might be asked. 


U. 8S. Eyes Sugar Dealers. 


District Attorney Clyne received in- 
structions last night from Washington 
to enforce rigidly the ruling in regard 
to the margin of profit allowed to 
wholesalers and retailers in sugar.

| ALFALFA 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 

Reports indicate many alfalfa and 
clov@r feeds were killed by the winter 
freezes in Illingis and adjoining states. 
In many othér cases the alfalfa has 
been heaved by the frost. 

Alfalfa fields sown last spring in 
Illinois have come through the winter 
in fairly good condition in most cases, 
but in many sections where the seeding 
was done last fall heavy losses have 
occurred. There are a great many fac- 
tors coritributing to these losses besides 
the killing of the plants by alternate 
freezing and thawing. Failure. with 
alfalfa is often due to lack ‘of lime in 
the soil, inferior preparation of the soil 
at seeding time, neglecting to inocu- 
late, poorly drained soil, and mferior 
seed or seed not adapted to the sec-

summer seeding is of first importance.

sowing of alfalfa alone. 

Land in whrch corn, potatoes, beans, 
and many other cultivated crops are 
grown is ideal for alfalfa, as there ts a 
sufficient amount of moisturé for carly 
growth.

WEATHER FAVORS CROPS 


Weather conditions the last week were the 
most favorable of the season for farm work 
and growth of vegetation, according to the 
government weekly reports Winter wheat 
made good to very good progress. Good to 
excellent progress was made in spring wheat 
seeding. Germination and stands of early 
Planted spring wheat mostly good. Planting 
of corn is beginning northward to Pennsy!- 
vania, southern Minnesota, and South Dakota. 
Oats and barley seeding made good progress 
in northern districts, and these crops are in 
especially good condition in the central plains. 

Southwestern counties in Kansas received 
their first soaking rain since last October, as 
shown by the Kansas weather crop report as 
wired to J. E. Bennett & Co. Another week 
of favorable weather will put wheat in ad- 
vanee of normal seasons. Wheat now joint- 
ing in all but a few western counties, and 
is in the boot in many central counties and 
making satisfactory growth. Conditions al- 
most equally good for oats, barley, and 
alfalfa. Corn planting 75 to 100 per cent 
completed in south central and southwestern 
counties.

WORLDS GRAIN-MARKET.NEWS 


“The grain trade and the farmers in the 
west do not seem to be thoroughly awake to 
the grave. possibilities presented .in the pro- 
posed tax on transactions on exchanges under 
the soldiers’ bonus bill,”” says a Board of 
Trade man. ‘ The tax threatens to destroy 
the protection that an* open market in grain 
affords, such is now being demanded by the 
country in wheat, Based on 2c for each $10 
value on $3 per bu for wheat the tax on 
10,000 bu would be $60, which in the end 
the producer will be forced to pay, in addi- 
tion to the heavy toll taken as the result of 
the big margin demanded, due to the lack 
of an open market.”

It is said leading eastern railroads have 
been ordered by the interstate commerce com- 
mission to semi cars to western railroads for 
preferential movement of grain from the in- 
terior to terminal markets. How many cars 
are to be given western roads have not de- 
veloped, as the oriier is to be kept as quiet as 
possible, in fear of a repetition of a break in 
prices, such as occurred last February when 
the preferential order was placed on grain for 
ten days. Farmers then refused to sell corn 
at $1.25 and legs. Now they are getting 
$1.85@1.90, which may be different. Of late 


63% | farmers have shown more disposition to sell 


corn at this level. No. 2 yellow sold here 
yesterday at $2.13 and mixed at $2.12, the 
highest of the segson to date and 2c above the 
top made last year, which was in July and 
August.
